-® It has always been noted that Eu- 


ropeans engaged in overseas trade 
commonly learn not one but several 
languages besides their own. 


American overseas trade through the 


centuries, however,. has 
depcndcc 


largely on the quality of its goods 
and the speed of their delivery— 
we have neglected the art of langu- 
age, and, therefore, the art of dip- 
lomacy. 


For centuries the universal trad- 


ing language was French. It wa: 
threatened by German, up to the wa 
of 1914-18—after which the 'universa 
trading language swung over from 
French to English, largely because' o 
the increase in American export trad 
.through the war years. 


Today France is obliterated from 


world markets, and the chances ar 
that regardless how the war goes the 
German language t will have to be 
reckoned with in. the-:markets of the 
Otd World.

carried in President Monroe's an- 
nual message to congress Dec. 2, 
1823. Significant passages-are these: 


" . . . The occasion has been 


judged proper for asserting as' a 
principle in which the rights.arid 
interests of the United States are 
involved, that the American .con- 
tinents, by the free and indepen- 
dent condition which they have as-- 
sumed and maintain, are hence- 
forth not to be considered as sub- 
jects for future colonization by any 
European powers . . . . . We should 
consider any attempt.on their part 
to extend their system to any por- 
tion of this hemisphere as danger- 
ous to our peace and safety ..."

Europe Never Liked Doctrine 


Prom its proclamation in December, 


1823, the Doctrine has never been 
popular with European countries. They 
have challngetl its validity as inter- 
national law. In two famous cases, 
France and Britain violated it and in 
both cases the United States was ready 
to go to war. Both France and Bri- 
tain have respected 
the Doctrine 


ever since, but Germany has ben 
onsistently the most hostile to it. 
During the Civil War, Emperor Na- 


poleon III of France sent an army 
o troubled Mexico and planted the 
Austrian Archduke Maximilian upon 
a shaky Mexican throne. But when 
.he war was over, the Union talked 
turkey to Napoleon. He hastily with- 
drew his army and left Maximilian 
to his fate. 


In 1895 Venezuela and Britain were 
n a dispute about a boundary be- 
.ween Venezuela and British Guiana. 
Under Presidnt Cleveland Secretary 
jf State Olney sent his message to 
England demanding arbitration. 


There have been only three vio- 


lation of the Monroe Doctrine to which 
the United States made no objection 
then or since: 


1. The seizure of the Falkland Is 


lands by Britain in 1833. 


2. The extension by Britain to larg- 


er territory of its colony of Bri- 
tish Honduras in J859. 


3. The transfer of the island of St 


Bartholomew from Sweden to France 
in 1877. 


Germany was distinctly hostile to 


America during the war with Spain 
The German Foreign Office figurec 
a victory for America would strength- 
en the Doctrine.

Three aims of the armistice terms were announced:'

This indicates 
French industries, materials and wealth will be taken 
over by Germany to fight England. 


3. To produce "preconditions for a new European 


peace."

The preamble asserted that the Allies in the World 


war, supported by American troops, "did not- success- 
fully in any way conquer the German army, navy, or 
air force." 


The French hoped for an interlude to lay terms

Counsel is given to a portion of the

chool and enter the labor market each

Those who register with their lo- 
al public employment office before 
ney go job hunting may be .given 
ptitude tests, if necessary, to deter- 
mine what their most congenial oc- 
upation is. 
The counselors examine their school 
ecords, instruct them in' the besi 
methods developd for getting jobs anc 
ceeping them. They are also contac 
men for employers and graduates, try- 
ng to interest employers in hiring 
iromising but inexperienced young- 
ters. 
If a young man wants to be an 
iviator, for example, but cannot pas: 
he tests for flying cadets, he may 
vant to do ground work, or aviation 
mechanics.

How feebly, and with what dif- 


ficulty, peoples and nations -learn 
to profit by experience! The lessons 
thai we have been studying have 
dealt chiefly with the Jews in exile 
In Babylon, and with their return 
from captivity to rebuild Jerusalem 
and their homeland. The period of 
the captivity was one In which spirit- 
ual vision and the sense of true va- 
lues attained their very highest point. 


In the loss of the things that they 


ought to have loved and cherished, 
the exiled people began to value these 
tilings at their true worth. A fer- 
vent spiritual patriotism arose among 
them, in which Jerusalem, "beauti- 
ful for situation," became something 
more than a city-that they had lost. 
It became a symbol of spiritual life 
and happiness, and the poet, voicing 
the sentiment of his people expressed 
the wish that his right hand might 
forget her cunning if he preferred not 
Jerusalem. among his chief joys. 


In the days of rebuilding in their 


homeland, despite constant attack of 
enemies and great dangers and pri- 
vations, there was the same high note 
of, patriotic fervor. Under unselfish, 
courageous, and inspired leaders, the 
people built with vision—although 
there were lapses at times, and wo 
have seen how one prophet rebuked 
them for their lack of zeal in build- 
ing the House of God in contrast with 
their eagerness to provide comfort- 
able houses for themselves. 


Yet, 
now 100 years after the re- 


turn from the exile, we find the 
people profiling so Iltlle from Ihe ex- 
periences Ihrough which they had pas- 
sed that aposuicy has arisen. The peo- 
ple liavo backslidden into careless, 
and selfish, and evil ways. 


The depth of their failure is cvi- 


denl in Ihe intensity of the words 
with which the prophet, Mnlaclii, re- 
proves them. They have turned from 
the laws of God; they have robbed 
God in nol yielding the tithes and of- 
ferings for the service of religion 
and for the benefit of all. A curse 
rests upon the nation, and the curse 
will remain unlil there is a change 
in Iheir ways. 


And yet, a bountiful and merciful 


God is anxious to pour out His bles- 
.sing upon the people. "Prove me now 
'herewith,'"' Malachi represents Je- 
hovah as saying, "If I will not open 
you the windows of heaven, and pour 
you "out a blessing, that there shall 
not-be room enough to receive it" 


Do not these words apply witli equal 


vividness to our own time? It is only 
a few years ago since we here in 
America were in the depth of a ter- 
rible depression. A contrite 
spirit 


seemed .evident in the nation. We were 
ready for almost any sacrifice or lo 
adopt any measures if we could only 
get out of the slump that had affect- 
ed almost everything in our lives. 


Yet, 
how quickly we have forgot- 


ten all tills in the measure of re- 
covery that has come! Human nature 
is much the same in every age,' but 
fortunately God's nature is also the 


> same in every age. There is still hope 
" for nations where nations will turn 


to righteousness and truth. 


Our lesson also ends on a very hope- 


ful and vital fact, namely, the eternal 
distinction between right and wrong. 
Often, in times of despair, the dis- 
tinction seems blurred, but there is a 
real difference between righteousness 
and wickedness. The dstiny of human- 
ity for weal or woe is wrapped up with 
humanity's choice of the one or the 
other.

Deserah Phinney was born 
for 


trouble, and her birthright haunts 
her through the pages of Margaret 
Shaw's melodramatic, historical no- 
vel, "Inherit the Ebrth" (Bobbs Mer- 
rill: $2.50). Perhajjj Deserah suf- 
fered more than she deserved; per- 
haps he*1 misfortunes were only the 
1'esyl.t of her own Jjeadstrpng stub- 
bornness. • 


When her father was exiled from 


England because of his radical be- 
liefs, Deserah followed him to the 
New World, and "because she had no 
money- for passage, voluntarily in- 
dentured herself as a servant for four 
years. 


But there was no good fortune for 


her,in the America of 1758, Sold as a 
maid to a Mr. Kane, a black-hearted 
New England trader, she endured his 
insults and the wrath of his drink 
crazed wife. Four friends made her 
life bearable—Shenandoah, a myster- 
ious, never completely explained pio- 
neer agitator, two Negro slaves, and 
David Blaikie. She loved David. 


Tragedies came quickly for De- 


serah after David went to England. 
The slaves were sold. Mrs. Kane was 
murdered and Deserah forced to 
Mury Kane to save her own life. Re- 
lease came with Kane's death. When 
a mob threatened Deserah, Adam 
Blaikie, David's brother, marled her. 


Deserah found happiness with Adam 


-and 
their three children until the 


Revolution. Adam was a Tory, loyal 
to England. Deserah, coached by Sheii- 
iindguh and David, championed the 
colonial cause. Husband and wife were 
enemies. Adiim and David were at 
odds, too, when David rturned to 
support the rebels. 


Love of husband was greater to 


Deserah than love of country and she 
followed Adam into exile in Nova 
Scotia, whore his loyalty to the crown 
was repaid by a grant of a, section 
of land. More hardships and traged- 
ies were in store for Miss Shaw's 
heroine, and she buried her three 
children, frozen to death, on the grant. 


The promise of final happiness and 


prosperity, given in the introduct- 
ion, 
is borne out only in the con- 


cluding pags of the novel.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., — (/P)— Declar- 


ing that a "menacing shadow falls 
blacker and blacker" on this conti- 
nent, Secretary of State Hull said 
Thursday that it was "folly" to be- 
lieve isolation could preserve Amer- 
ican achievements. 


He addressed an alumni gathering 


at Harvard University's 289th com- 
mencement. 


"Nation after nation," he said, "has 


been crushed into surrender, overrun 
and enslaved by the exercise of brute 
force combined with fraud and guile." 


Naming the oppressor only as "the 


massed forces of Just for tyranical 
power,", ths secretary said that "as 
the dismal darkness descends upon 
more and naore of the earth's surface, 
as its menacing shadow falls blacker 
and 
athwart our continent, 


treaty of Versailles. 


Four French emissaries, in a white 


plane, flew Friday to a rendezvous 
with Hitler or his delegates. Time and 
place of the meeting were as secret 
as the terms which Hitler, in con- 
sultation with Premier Mussolini of 
Italy, worked out. 


German conquest of most of the 


western European coast—the last suc- 
cess being capture of the French naval 
base of Brest, reported Thursday- 
placed Germany in strategic position 
for attacking England. 


The German press and radio said 


that French officials disagreed over 
laying down arms, but added that this 
was oC no importance. 


"No logical mind in England or 


France is able to make a decision 
which envisages putting up resistance 
against German troops on French 
soil," one newspaper commented. 


A message, by way of Spain, from 


Marshal Petain's government was re- | 
ceived at 1 a. m. announcing four 
plenipotentiaries had been chosen- 
Gen. Charles Huntzigcr, Leon Noel, 
former French ambassador to Poland, 
Vice Admiral Leluc and Aviation Gen- 
eral Bergcrct. 


"The high command of the German 


fores thereupon gave the necessary in- 
structions immediately and made prep- 
arations for receiving the French arm- 
istice delegation," said a German an- 
nouncement. 


'Shortly afterward a French radio 


announcement disclosed that a French 
plane, painted white to shield it from 
German gunfire had taken off from a 
southern French airport, carrying the 
plenipotentiaries.
